Arab Boycott May Lift 
Nixon Asks Priority on O il 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Nixon has asked 
Congress to make its first 
priority to “ break the back 
of the energy crisis” and 
indicated there is a distinct 
possibility 
the A rab oil 
boycott may be lifted in the 
near future. 
In his State of the Union 
m essage, delivered to a joint 
session of Congress Wed­ 
nesday night, Nixon said he 
wanted Congress to know he 
wants passage of energy 
legislation he has already 
re q u e ste d 
“ the 
first 
priority” of the current con­ 
gressional session. 
He said “ 1974 must be the 
year in which we organize a 
full-scale effort” 
to meet 
projected energy needs and 
the country should set a goal 
of being self-sufficient 
in 
energy production by the 
decade of the 1980s. 
But he warned that even if 
the 
Arabs 
do 
end 
their 
boycott, it will not solve the 
nation’s energy problems. 
“ If the em bargo is lifted,” 
he said, “ it will ease the 
crisis. But it will not m ean 
an end to the energy shor­ 
tage in the United States. 
Meeting Will Be Called 
Speaking of the possibility 
of an end to the em bargo, 
imposed a t the time of the 
Oct. 1971 Mideast war, Nixon 
said: “ I have been assured 
through my personal con­ 
tacts that an urgent meeting 
will be called in the im­ 
m ediate future to discuss the 
lifting of the oil em bargo.” 
In his speech asking for 
congressional approval of

energy m easures, 
Nixon

ABA Files Antitrust 


Suit for $300 Million
